—Dr. Knapp said there were three 
factors underlying successful farming 
as to crops. First : A better seed bed. 
Second : Better seed. Third : Better 
cultivation. A better seed bed means 
deeper and more thorough ploughing 
and working. In the case of grass land 
a turning up cn edge of the turf and a 
deep working to 12 to 15 inches of the 
soil with a diBC plow. Better seed 
means care in selection and curing 
means the establishment of a breeding 
plot and the raising by the farmer of 
his own pure bred seed. Better culti- 
vation meanB not a deep cultivation 
which will cut off many of the feeding 
roots of the plant but a shallow and 
frequent cultivation which shall pre- 
vent evaporation of water and destroy 
weeds. Shallow plowing and deep 
cultivation are two conditions of a poor 
crop.

Deep in the salt mines of the ham- 
let of Villlczka, in Austrian Poland, 
some 11 miles from Cracow, lies a 
veritable underground village which 
dates away back to the days when 
slaves first opened these mines iu 
1334. It is a busy subterranean hu- 
man hive, all the busier in contrast 
with the sleepy hamlet above. In fact, 
all the life of the settlement is con- 
centrated below ground. The air is 
clean and the temperature that of a 
warm spring day. The center of the 
mine is situated In a sort of court 
which forms a railway station. Here 
all the railway lines which intersect 
this huge mine meet. Men and women 
go above ground to do their market- 
ing, and meet in this court on their 
return to gossip and compare their 
bargains. Children play about in the 
shade of the grottos and sail boats 
in the gutters, running with salt wa- 
ter. These gutters were made hun- 
dreds of years ago to get rid of the 
moisture which runs from the upper 
floors of the mine, and lead down to 
the very bottom, forming a huge salt 
lake, the water of which is gradually 
pumped off and distilled to obtain 
salt. So difficult and expensive is it 
to light up the whole mine that visi- 
tors must make up a party of at least 
30 and pay various sums according to 
their number. No less than 260 steps 
lead down to the salt lake, and it is 
there that the Chapel of St. Anthony 
stands.

To urge upon Congress the proposed 
law for federal registration of auto-

sion of taxes and making a series of 
registrations.

A Washington special of Tuesday 
says: “Lincoln birthday finds newly

American Exports Falling Off. 

Exports from the United States of 
breadstuffs, meat and dairy products, 
cattle, hogs and sheep, cotton and 
mineral oil, were less by $22,123,601 
during the month of January this year 
than during the same month last year. 

There was a decrease in the exports 
of these products during the first sev- 
en months of the present fiscal year of 
$18,254,833 as compared with the same 
period of the late fiscal last year. 

Wheat to the value of $1,490,863 
was exported last month, a decrease 
of $2,001,362 over the wheat exports of 
January 1909. In cotton there was a 
decrease from $52,517,999 in January 
1909. to $37,672,378 last month, and in 
meat and dairy products from $13,579,- 
756 to $10,361,663. In corn there was 
a slight increase in quanity, but a de- 
crease in value.

The 
ship was sinking rapidly, and guns of 
distress were immediately tired, but 
the Bombay steamed on her way and 
left the vessel to her doom. She went 
down, and all but one or two of her 
crew were drowned. The captain of 
the Bombay gave no other reason for 
his conduct than that he had Lady 
Eyre, the wife of a distinguished Brit- 
ish satrap, on board and did not wish 
to disturb her nerves with scenes of 
shipwreck. lie was mobbed when he 
reached Yokohama, dismissed from 
the service, socially tabooed from that 
time on and died in disgrace a year or 
two later.

All to Be Snuffed Out. 



“If the^astronomers are right in 
their estimates of the amount of 
cyanogen gas in the tail of Halley’s 
comet, and if that body's vapors do en- 
velop the earth, we may have chance 
to feel the sensations of bugs and in- 
sects which are killed by the use of 
this deadly gas as an exterminator.” 

Such is the cheerful opinion express- 
ed Wednesday by Prof. Edwin Booth, 
of the department of chemistry at the 
University of California. He is a well 
known expert on spectrum analysis. 

“We’ll all be snuffed out,” he said, 
“if a sufficient quanity of this cyano- 
gen gas unites with the hydrogen of 
this planet’s atmosphere. Their union 
would form the deadly gas known as 
hydrocyanic acid, which is the the 
most deadly poison known to science 
and which means death for all ani- 
mals. 

Prof. Burckhalter, of the Chabot 
Observatory, Oakland, maintains in 
the other hand that there is very little 
gas in the comet’s tail and that people 
have nothing to fear.

rural boxes for this purpose. 

Hence if after above date coins are 
left in rural boxts where above con- 
ditions are laid out by the carrier so 
leaving them will be only acting under 
instructions from the Department and 
will be amenable to no blame thire- 
f . om. 

This is made necessary to save time 
and to enable carriers to serve their 
routes upon sch<»dule time, the depart- 
ment desiring patrons to provide them- 
selves with stamps beforehand.
